THE NAVAL MISHAPS IN TRTAM 
og qi? BAY. : 

‘ a rr ‘ 
"In March last, it will be remembered, numerous 
accidents occurred to ‘the Ficet, whilst going 
through a scries of manccuvres on Tytamn Bay. 
The reticence of the authorities prevented us 

+ from giving more than the barest details at the, 
time, but a London contemporary says :— 

Letters received from the China station state 
that the recent naval manccuyres there have 
been accompanied by some considerable damage 

“to ships and terpeda- boats, and have occasioned 
. a good deal of excitement. The manccavres, 
which began on March 18, lasted three nights, and 
consisted of an attack by the fleet on Tytam Bay, 
which was defended by. the Impericuse, flagship 
, of Viee-Admiral Sir Nowell Salmon V.C,, K.C.B., 
’ the Plover, gunboat, and the Swift, gun-vessl, 
under Captain May, R.N. These ships were sup- 
posed to have taken refuge in the bay, under some 
- ‘batteries, on opposite points of the bay, and to 
‘have constructed a mine field commanded by two 
electric lights from the batteries, The attacking 
fleet, under Captain W. H. Hall, consisted of the 
Severn, Leander, Caroline, Rattler, and torpedo- 
. boats. The attack made on the night of March 
48 was repulsed at every point. - It was renewed 
: onthe following day in a dense fog, id which 
several torpedo-boats were, damaged, and a 
second-class boat, belonging’ to the attacking 
squadron, ‘was cut almost in halves by one of 
the boats of the defending squadron which, 
suddenly discovering her in the fog, went 
full speed’ ahend instead of astern, owing, 
it is alleged, to a blunder on the part. 
of the engine-room artificer.’ The sinking boat 
was kept afloat until help’ was brought, when 
she was towcd into harbour for repairs, the 
bow of the ‘defending boat having penetrated 
right into her ngine-room, Several’ other 
boats had narrow escapes from being driven 
on to the rocks, -On the aoth, the Alacrity, 
dispatch vessel, having on board Admiral Sir 


panne. Nowell Salmon, the Commander-in-Chief, who 


' 


was acting as umpire, ran ashore in the fog while 
leaving Tytam Bay. She was steaming, it is 
. sald, twelve knots an hour, and she'carried away 
about four square fect of her foreinost compart- 
ment just below. the waterline, and bent back at 
* right angles some two fect. of her.prow, and her 
repaits ‘will occupy at least three wecks, Her 
navigating officer was in hospital. at the 
‘time, and itis understood that Captain Adair. 
' gecepts, full responsibility for the accident. 
' A court of inquiry into the: cause of the accident 
has been, ordered to assemble at Hongkong, 
‘under ‘the presidency of Captain Burgess Wat- 
son. In the course of. the sham-fight all the 


. attacking torpedo-boats were more or less injured

by collision, In addition to these mishaps, the 
Impé icuse, flagship, was towing two ‘captured 
bonts into. Hongkong Harbour after hostilities 
had ceased, and, n:t making sufficient allowance 
' for the.tide, while crossing the bows of the Ger- 
man flagship Leipzig, the two ships collided, with 
the result that the davits—four in number—and 
two boats were swept from the side of the Im- 
pdticuse, while the German ship lost her flying 
‘boom. One of the torpedo-boats in tow of the 
Impéricuse also lost a funnel and her mast by

I find, then, upon careful and most painstaking: 
investigation an the field—or rather on the 
“tinks,"-~that golf is a gime which has been 
called into existence to meet a reat -want. It is 
a game especia‘ly—and may altiost say Provi- 
dentially—nadapted to that enormous. section of 
civilised humanity which I will describe as 
the -overfleshy, . The over-fl:shy are of two 
‘genders, the male or big-waistesated, and ths 
female or. tight-laced. To sufferers from both 
these deformities golf is a rent blessing. It 
enables them-tq present the’ appearance. and 
obtain the credit of taking exercise, without the 
fearful necessity of actually exerting themselves, 
To the over-fleshy of both genders the game 
of lawn, ‘tennis, until Iately supreme in this 


country, did a cruel wrong, by“making them |- 


appear at once odious .and ridiculois. | To 
see heavy men, and harnessed women (for 
no woman nowadays dresses—she onl: 
harnesses herself) strugeling. to be athletic 
wasn sight to provoke ‘tears or nausea. . The. 

rotesque contortions (styled “graceful attitudes”) 
Fito which these heavy men and harnessed 
women were driven to throw themselves.in the 
pursuit of the tennis ‘ball, were extremely trying | 
to the philanthropic on-looker. I have always 
felt extremely thankful that the art of the instan- 
taneous photographer. was riever (so far as I am 
aw-re) brought to bear on thegame of lawn-tennis 
as played by fat men and pinched women; but 
that,'instead, we had ‘presented to us. only the 
idealised pictures of Mr. Da Mauries and other, 
accomplished artists who knew how fo invent
